,o no principal of the social sciences 
which has not found its seed in 'the 
slmoie'phrase 'No man liveth to him- 
self.' Principle of Co-Operation 


"In this modern age, we are too 


prbnq to adopt the idea that we are 
self-sufficient individualists. A prin- 
ciple, aS great as life itself is that we 
arc!.inescapably bound together. The 
foundations-6f( community 
life 
are 


built upon the 'bond 'of mutuality and 
interdependence. 


"In considering Hope as a com- 


munity, the first thought is that -it is 
not My town or Your town; it is Our 
town. Without this thought of mu- 
tual interest, Hope could never pros- 
per. 
; 
."Your first emotion toward any- 
thing is that of appreciation. It is 
only natural-, that you get more from 
the . thing you appreciate. All rela- 
tions are based upon two things: Emo- 
tion and reaction, built on an econom- 
ical foundation. What is your emo- 
tion of appreciation toward Hope? 
Why, it is your hom6, and your great- 
est interest, the source through which 
you obtain your needs; you love it. 
Then cultivate it! Center your mind 
on Our town." 
Community Means People 


Mr.'Mobiey pointed out that a com- 


munity is made of folks, and not of 
farms, houses, and factories, and fore- 
lily illustrated his point with a story 
fepicting a western mining location 


iere houses, stores, and churches 


nad been built. This, he said, had 
once been a great mining town, but 
when the mines failed to show a profit, 
the people had moved away. 
The 


houses were left like the bones of a 
great skeleton. The people, the life 
blood and flesh of the skeleton, had 
moved away, and there was no long- 
er a town, 
Hope is not merely a town, he said. 


It is a trade center, a community 
Which is a part of the entire trade 
center which surrounds it. Without 
Its producing area, there could be no 
{own, and without the town, the pro- 
diicing area would have no value. 


"We need each other," he pointed 


out, "for the farmer could not pro- 
duce without the merchant, and the 
merchant could not live without the 
farmer. Cultivate each other for the 


In conclusion, Mr. Mobiey said that 


no community can stand without firm 
foundations. The four pillars of com- 
munity life as he defined them are 
the homes; of the people*the churches 
of the people, the scools of the people, 
and te productivity and work of the 
people.

"In, a cubic yard of sqilj" 
he said, "the plant ^fop'ds are contain, 
ed in less than one-twentieth,: of, that 
volume. If these foods were all avil- 
able every field would be tremendous^ 
ly fertile and there would be no soil 
problem. 'But these plant foods— ni-, 
trogen, phosphorus, potash and other 
elements—are tied up into many com- 
plex chemical structures and our soil 
fertility depends on our treatment of 
these complexities so as to release 
the mas food for the growing plant." 


"How can we make and keep soils 


fertile?" he asked., "By the use,of,a 
proper rotation, using plenty of clover 
and alfalfa, by supplying lime and 
needed commercial fertilizer; by rais- 
ing livestock and returning the ma- 
nure to the soil; by adding humus 
through cover crops if sufficient ma- 
nure is not produced on the farm, anc 
by performing many other good farm 
practices that will make our soils bet- 
ter and more healthy." 


The benefits of crop rotation were 


stressed by Mr. Hannon. He pointed 
out that soil fertility is best maintain- 
ed by changing crops grown on each 
field systematically, and that the le-i 
gume residue of the rotation not only' 
increases the nitrogen content of our 
soils, but the humus made by these 
roots improves the soil's physical con- 
dition. The cultivated crops of any 
rotation keep the soil free from weeds 
arid help cdmbat insect pests and 
plant diseases. Crop rotations furnish 
a variety of feed'which if consumed 
on the farm means more stock with 
the resultant fertility to be returned 
to the land. And when various crops' 
are grown in a rotation each year, 
there is less liklihood of crop failure 
and hence a better return from the 
far moperations meaning a better liv- 
ing for the farmer on his farm. 


The proper use of manure to keep 


up soil fertility was emphasized bv 
the speaker. "Too often," he said, 
"manure is not properly handled and 
valuable fertilizing ingredients are 
lost by leaching." With the help of a 
chart showing the results of some ex- 
perimental work conducted by the 
Ohio Experiment Station, Mr. Hannon 
showed that fresh manure produced
